BEER’S  SPECIFICATION. 

TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  William 
Beer,  of  Ely  Place,  in  the  Parish  of  Saint  Andrew,  Holborn,  in  the  City  of 
London,  Medical  Professor  and  Dealer  in  Medicines,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS,  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  did,  by 
5  His  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  His  United  Kingdom,  bearing 
date  at  Westminster,  the  Ninth  day  of  December,  in  the  forty-third  year  of 
His  reign,  give  and  grant  unto  me,  the  said  William  Beer,  His  especial  licence, 
that  I,  the  said  William  Beer,  during  the  term  of  years  therein  mentioned, 
should  and  lawfully  might  make,  use,  exercise,  and  vend,  within  England, 
10  Wales,  and  the  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  my  Invention  or  discovery  of 
“  Certain  New  and  Improved  Medicines,  and  Methods  op  Administering  the 

SAME,  FOR  THE  MORE  EFFECTUALLY  AND  EXPEDITIOUSLY  CURING  THE  GOUT,  RHEU¬ 
MATISM,  Scurvy,  Leprosy,  Scrophula  or  King’s  Evil,  Palsy,  Blindness,  Asthmas, 
Consumptions,  Madness,  Hypochondriac  and  Nervous  Affections,  Female 
1 5  Obstructions,  Epilepsy,  Saint  Anthony’s  Fire,  Jaundice,  Rickets,  Piles,  Dropsy, 
Hystericks,  Contusions  and  Bruises,  Sore  Legs,  Fevers,  Pleurisies,  Agues,  and 
all  other  Diseases  arising  from  a  Vitiated  Habit,  Obstructed  Secretions,  and 
Redundance  of  Humour,  Part  of  which  Medicines  I  denominate  ‘  Doctor  Beer’s 
Re  -animating  Vital  Fluid;’”  in  which  said  Letters  Patent  there  is  con- 
20  tained  a  proviso,  obliging  me,  the  said  William  Beer,  by  an  instrument  in 
writing  under  my  hand  and  seal,  to  cause  a  particular  description  of  the 
nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  prepared, 
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Beers  Improved  Medicines  for  Curing  Gout ,  Rheumatism , 

to  be  inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery,  within  one  calendar 
month  after  the  date  of  the  said  recited  Letters  Patent.

William  Beer,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  said  Invention  or  discovery  is
